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FOREWORD 

By  Rufus  Rockwell  Wilson 
LINCOLN:   An  Estimate 

ACROSS  the  ever  widening  span  of  years  which  separate  his  era  from  our  own, 
the  thoughtful  student  recognizes  in  Abraham  Lincoln  the  supreme  example 
of  the  frontier  American.  He  had  the  defects  and  qualities  of  his  time  and 
section— love  for  and  sympathetic  understanding  of  his  fellows,  coupled  with  the 
self-reliance  of  the  man  who  knows  that  he  must  make  his  own  way  in  the  world; 
the  saving  gift  of  humour  which  now  and  again  is  close  akin  to  tears,  and,  with  the 
pioneer's  carelessness  for  the  conventions  ruling  older  and  more  settled  communities, 
the  gentleness  and  integrity  which  are  inseparable  traits  of  the  true  gentleman. 

He  knew  also  how  to  shape  associates  and  means  to  decisive  ends.  "People  will 
tell  you,"  Lyman  Trumbull  once  said  to  me,  speaking  with  the  authority  of  long  and 
intimate  association,  "that  Abraham  Lincoln  was  a  very  simple  man.  Don't  you 
believe  it.  Mr.  Lincoln  was  a  very  shrewd  man.  Mr.  Lincoln  was  the  shrewdest  man 
I  have  ever  known.  And  I  don't  mean  by  that  shrewdness  of  the  cunning,  calculating 
sort,  but  the  shrewdness  that  amounts  to  genius." 

Coupled  with  the  rare  quality  pointed  out  by  Mr.  Trumbull,  Lincoln  had  also  an 
exceptional  gift  of  expression.  His  speeches  and  state  papers  which  became  more 
closely  knit  with  the  years,  had  the  eloquence  of  a  problem  in  Euclid,  persuading 
because  they  proved.  It  was  his  gift  of  speech  that  first  drew  the  attention  of  the 
nation  to  Lincoln  and  led  to  his  nomination  for  President. 

Last  and  most  important  of  all,  Lincoln  had  a  continuing  capacity  for  growth 
which,  setting  him  apart  from  and  above  other  leaders  of  his  generation,  enabled  him 
to  meet  and  master  every  problem  of  statecraft  which  was  presented  to  him.  He  was 
still  growing  when  Booth's  bullet  made  him  a  figure  of  the  ages. 

A  word  as  to  the  portraits  of  Lincoln  brought  together  at  this  time  and  in  this 
place:  The  recollections  of  men  and  women  who  knew  him  in  varying  degrees  of 
intimacy  nearly  all  stress  the  fact  that  the  manner  in  which  his  face  instantly  and 
subtly  reflected  his  contradictory  and  quick  changing  moods  never  failed  to  test 
the  skill  and  aptitude  alike  of  photographer,  sculptor  and  painter.  "With  an 
individuality  the  most  strongly  marked,"  writes  one  close  observer,  "such  was  the 
flexibility  of  his  features,  or  of  the  muscles  governing  them,  that  he  was  rarely  twice 
alike.  Hence  the  uneven  and  too  often  disappointing  results  of  attempts  to  portray 
a  face  that  would  have  intrigued  and  perhaps  baffled  Rembrandt  or  Velasquez." 

A  goodly  number  of  artists,  especially  during  Lincoln's  last  years,  made  life  masks 
or  executed  first-hand  busts  and  portraits  of  him  and  there  are  also  extant  a  great 
number  of  photographs  of  him  taken  at  fateful  periods  of  his  great  career.  Repro- 
ductions or  originals  of  many  of  these  photographs,  masks,  busts  and  portraits,  are 
here  made  available  for  inspection  and  comparison.  One  is  sure  to  turn  from  a  study 
of  them  with  new  and  reverent  knowledge  of  the  life  and  growth  which  have  made 
Abraham  Lincoln's  memory  a  part  of  the  proud  and  precious  heritage  of  every 
American.
